Columbus, Nov. 17—The state high 
way departm ent contemplates a road 
traffic survey for the entire year of 
1925. 


Plans call for the augm enting of 
numerical m arking of routes with ar­ 
row-shaped signs bearing nam es of 
principal cities on these routes, and 
construction of comfort stations at 
regular intervals along heavily travel 
od roads. 
The traffic survey will be under­ 
taken in co-operation with the United 
States bureau of public roads, the 
state 
and 
the 
federal governments 
sharing the cost. 
Nearly 300 stations will be estab­ 
lished at different 
points 
in 
Ohio. 
Employes of the federal government 
will move from place to place, count­ 
ing the num ber of vehicles passing 
th e stations during a 24 or 48 hour 
period, checking the type of vehicle, 
num ber of passengers carried if it is 
a pleasure car or weighing if it is a 
truck.

quency with which they travel over 
th a t road.

lions of dollars owed this country by 
European nations. In the success th at 
attends these efforts depends to con­ 
siderable 
extent 
the 
further wide­ 
spread reduction of taxes which ad­ 
ministration spokesmen talked about 
sn the stump this fall. 
Some further 
reduction of taxes is possible without 
any debt collection, but a lot m ore 
would be possible if France, Belgium 
and Italy could be persuaded to start 
repaying some of the millions they 
borrowed during the war. 
Five 
nations, Great 
Britain, Fin­ 
land, Poland. Hungary and Lithuania, 
have funded their indebtedness to the 
United States and are now making 
annual paym ents into the treasury. 
While 
these 
nations 
have 
funded 
their obligations, however, there are 
13 others that have not. 
They are: 
Armenia. Austria, 
Belgium. 
Czecho­ 
slovakia, Esthonia, 
France, 
Greece, 
Italy, Latvia, Liberia, Rumania, Rus­ 
sia and Servia. 
These owe In round 
numbers $7,200,000,000. 
And of the 
13 debtors. France, Italy and Belgium 
owe between them 90 per cent of the 
entire amount. France owes $4,000,-

(Prepared by the United State* Departm ent 
of A griculture.) 
Beekeeping is an industry under de­ 
velopment in this country as public ap­ 
preciation of honey as a food continues 
to grow and create a demand. Honey 
Is a sweet as old as the race and al­ 
ways held in esteem. 
Its flavor and 
aroma vary with the predominating 
kind of flower which the bees visit. 
Besides Its use for table purposes 
honey is much used In cooking to re­ 
place all or part of the sugar, and it 
serves a purpose like that of sugar in 
the diet—it is a source of energy In 
readily available form. 
The research of the bee-culture lab­ 
oratory of the bureau of entomology of 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture is intended to throw light on 
the problems which arise in the bee­ 
keeping industry, such as the diseases 
affecting bees and the factors affecting 
the flow, flavor or color of honey. 
Practically all of the extension teach­ 
ing In this field has been turned over 
to the several states, which have con­ 
tinued It almost without exception. 
The correspondence of the laboratory 
Is heavy. While the beekeepers of the 
country are at the present time con­ 
tending with low honey prices In the 
general market they are. us a rule, still ] 
caring for their bees as well as ever ! 
and are sending as many Inquiries to I 
the United States Department of Agrl- I 
culture as formerly.

In the average horse and cattle 
stall, where flushing with a hose Is not 
practiced, the cheapest and most sat­ 
isfactory way of saving the liquid ma­ 
nure Is by using plenty of straw or 
other bedding to absorb it. 
This pro­ 
duces a large amount of 
valuable 
manure which should go onto the 
fields at the earliest opportunity.

stables, where there is a concrete gut­ 
ter and manure alley and where these 
are flushed every day with a hose, 
drains are usually provided to run the 
liquid manure Into a concrete cistern.

I he American hen cannot be accused of loafing on the Job. In addition to 
furnishing all the eggs needed for American use, she produces a huge surplus 
for export 
bast year this surplus amounted to 30,000,000 dozen—6 290,000 
dozen more than were imported. 
The American experts were largely eggs in

Buying Power of the Farmer 
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SCARS-ROC SUCH AOII (CULTURAL FOUNDATION 


The purchasing power of farm commodities continues to rise.* Latest esti­ 
mates show an average of 4.8 points higher for the first eleven months of this 
year than during the corresponding months of 1923, according to a report of 
the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation, bused on the new Index numbers 
of farm prices prepared by the United States Department of Agriculture. 
Farm prices show a combined value of 134 on November I, 1924, aa com­ 
pared with IOO In 1918. 
This combined Index number includes SO firm com­ 
modities which represent more than 00 per cent of the value of products sold 
by farms, the Foundation points out. Using August, 1000, to July, 1014, as IOO, 
the purchasing power of these products stood at 87 on November I of tldaly®**’.’ 
In 1918 the purchasing power was 106, decreasing to 69 In 1021. In 1922 It rose 
to 74 and by 1923 the average stood at 78. 
During the first eleven months of 
this year the purchasing power of farm commodities averaged 82.3 as conmared 
with 77.5 in the same period a year ago. 
Advances In grain, which averages about 22 per cent of the total value 
of farm products sold, and In price of meat animals, which averages 27 per 
cent, have been the largest factors in the Increase of the farmer's purchasing 
power since 1021. 
The grain furtner received during the early part of title 
year prices about IO per cent above the pre-war five-year average. This had 
risen to 30 per cent Increase by July. 
At the same* time the general price 
level of commodities the farmer has to buy ranges 30 to 80 per cent above th© 
1913 level.
